Nowhere but in a large country like ours will you find the varying growing conditions 
that exist each year, however last year seemed to be one of great extremes, In my travels 
(more in one year than they have had in five or six) while the midwest had enough rain 
fall with a good season while in the southwest they had more rain than they wanted 
(more in one year than they have had in five or six) while the midwest had enough rain 
except for one flash flood. The gardens in Tulsa where the national daylily meeting was 
held were in wonderful condition. Here in the east we had severe drought conditions 
that discouraged much gardening, however we irrigated heavily during this spell and 
had a fine growing season. Even where no watering was done the daylily was one plant 
that gave a good account of itself and again proved it can take it. 

Last year I listed many of the new varities that we were growing, some for the 
first time, and it created some misunderstanding so I shall only say that this year we have 
many of the very new better daylilies growing here for testing and viewing. It should 
prove an interesting season. , 

As usual we are listing some of the perennials that we grow particularly those that 
combine well with Daylilies in the garden. This years additions are the two fine lavender 
thalictrums, Lavender Mist and Thundercloud; a most excitingly colored phlox that is 
like nothing I have ever seen, Peach Glow; also three new Daylilies that we have tested 
a number of years and think very fine additions. Write us if you are looking for varieties — 
not listed as we do grow many more than the limited space in the catalog permits. 

We sincerely wish to thank our many customers for the chance given us to serve 
them in past years and particularly for the many nice letters about the quality and condi- 
tion of their plants upon arrival. These fine comments are most gratifying and we expect 
to continue warranting them in 1958. 

CULTURE—Daylilies are among the very hardiest and easily grown of all peren- 
nials. They will grow in most any type of soil, however it is best to avoid low wet spots. 
They do best planted where they will get at least 4 hours of sunlight a day. Thorough 
watering at blooming time will give larger and better colored flowers. When once estab- 
lished they need no moving for years. Complete planting instructions will accompany 
each order, as well as growing hints. |
